Grain Mites 

True insects, such as moths, 
beetles, ants, flies, bees, etc., have 
six legs. Mites have eight—a fact 
which may help to explain why they 
have spread so fast! For this and 
other reasons mites are more closely 
related to spiders, scorpions, ticks, 
etc., than to true insects. 

According to Dr. H. E. Gray, the 
female grain mite lays three or four 
eggs per day up to a total of about 
thirty. At ordinary room tempera- 
ture, the life cycle is completed in 
about seventeen days. 

When conditions are unfavourable, 
young mites may assume a resting 
stage. In this condition they are 
covered with a hard crust which pre- 
vents drying out. They can then live 
without food for months, during 
which time they may be blown about 
with dust or carried about on mice or 
flies. When conditions favour, they 
again become active and multiply. 

Grain mites increase the moisture 
content of wheat.

The World 
of Wheat 


Ry H. G.L. Strange 


The yield of wheat 1s governed 
mainly by rainfall, which helps to 
make plant food available to the 
growing crop. 

Summerfallow. when it is done 
well, conserves rainfall and so 
makes more moisture hence more 
plant food available. Summer. 
fallow, therefore, increases yield 
per acre, 

lt can be said, then, that sum- 
merfallow is actually a method o 
storing wheat in the soil instead 
of storing it in the bin. 

The increase of wheat yield on 
summeifailow depends upon the 
amount of rainfall that the sum- 
merfatlow has conserved, end this 
depends upon how well the sum- 


merfallow is kept free from weeds) 


(because weeds steal the stored up 
moisture from the wheat plant) 
and depends also upon how early 
in the season the summerfallow is 

There will be nore summerfall- 
ow done this year than ever before 
in the history of Western Canada. 
It is essential, the:efoe, that 
summerfallow shou! d be done 
early—in May if possibie—in ord- 
-r to conserve the late May and 

. ty June rains; it is also necess- 
.y Ltbat summertallow shall be 
kept as free from weeds as possi- 
ble, without distributing the soi! 
any more thap is necessary, be 
cause when the soil is disturbed 
precious moisture is evaporated 
into the air, 

Following factors have tended 
to raise price: Prospects of Japan 
eseand Manchurian wheat crops 
below norma!-—It is reported that 
Spain has purchased an additional 
14 million bushels of Argentine 
wheat (payment to be spread over 
5 years) — Spring seeding opera- 
tions two to three weeks behind 
in the Balkans and northern and 
western Europe. 

Following factors have tended 
to lower price: Germany has 
occupied Yugoslavia and Greece 
— Broomhall estimates surplus 
wheat supplies of Canada, Austra- 
lia and the Argentine on April 1st 
were 40 percent higher than last 
year—Soil conditions excellent in 
the Argentine and acreage un- 
changed from last year.

ELECTRIC FENCES 


The use of the electric fence has 
become very popular in England, 
All over the country, the breaking 
up of former pasture land has creat- 
ed a demand for wire, which is not 
available in large quantities on 
account of the war. In order to con- 
serve wire, the electric, requiring 
only one strand, is being widely used 
and on account of the small fields in 
England, this type of fencing is very 
suitable, 

The diversification of crops which 
has taken place in Alberta, due to 
to the war, and the wider use of 
forage crops for pasture and hay 
will necessitate the use of more 
fences ond cross fencing. Farmers 
taced with the necessity of building 
such fences might consider the elec 
tric fence as a substitute to provide 
a temporary enclosure for livestock, 
The electric tence requires less wire, 
reduces the amount of steel necess. 
ary, thereby releasing larger quan- 
tities for the armament industries.
